A library service 

CMHC’s Canadian Housing Information Centre contains more than 
60 000 publications on all aspects of housing, building and community 
development. 

Research reports 

One of the centre’s most valuable services is to make available 
copies of all research reports and studies undertaken through the 
National Housing Acct. 

These studies, prepared by consultants and academics, as well as 
CMHC staff, cover a wide range of social, economic and technical 
matters such as: the design, construction and rehabilitation of hous- 
ing; manufactured housing and mobile homes; energy efficiency 
and noise reduction; infrastructure; market studies, urban planning; . 
mortgage financing; and the special housing needs of the elderly, 
children and handicapped persons. 

Semi-annually the centre publishes and distributes a listing of all 
Part V studies that are being developed or recently completed. 
Accessibility 

The centre has computer access to all the major housing reference 
sources and can search the literature in your subject area to locate the 
books and articles you need, or to provide you with factual information 
or a bibliography. 

Special collections 

The centre has a number of special collections including maps, 
master plans and studies on housing, transportation and subjects 
related to Canadian municipalities with populations of more than 
5,000.

The centre subscribes to more than 6 000 Canadian, British and 
American journals and newsletters dealing with administration, 
aging, appraisals, architecture, child welfare, economics, engineering, 
futurism, interior design, mortgage banking, municipal affairs, 
policy studies, rehabilitation, social sciences, solar energy, tax 
studies, urban planning and many other subjects. 

The articles published in each issue are displayed in Journal 
Contents, a CMHC publication which is distributed regularly.

The centre prepares an Acquisition List each month for anyone 
who wishes to know about the latest publications which have been 
added to the centre.

The library staff will provide factual or bibliographic information on 
housing matters to anyone who inquires by mail, telephone, telegram, 
telex, or in person. 

Documents, articles, reports and other material of reasonable 
length will be sent out on request. 

Books, extensive collections and similar material may be consulted 
in the centre or in other libraries in the National Capital Region with 
which CMHC maintains reciprocal lending arrangements. 

The centre is located on the ground floor of the CMHC national 
office building on Montreal Road in Ottawa. 

It is open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:45 p.m. on weekdays from September 
until the end of May, and from 8:30 a.m. to 4:15 p.m. from June to the 
end of August.
